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Koryo Medicine 
Koryo medicine is a traditional Korean medicine 


which has been created and developed by the Korean 


people in the long course of historical development. 


Koryo medicine has its own characteristics which are 
distinct from other Eastern medicines in view of theory 
and treatment and has been evolved to match the way of 
life and the physical constitution of the Korean people. 

The stamps represent the three classical Koryo me- 


dicinal books of Korea. 


10 won stamp: Hyangyakjipsongbang 

This book is a classical compilation of Koryo medi- 
cine which brought together the achievements made 
in the development of Koryo medicine and grassroots 
therapies until the early 15th century. The then famous 
scholars of Koryo medicine Ro Jung Rye, Yu Hyo 
Thong, Pak Yun Dok and others wrote 85 volumes in 
total based on the data accumulated in the process of 
researching Koryo medicine. It was published in 1433 


and later republished several times. 


30 won stamp: Uibangryuchwi 

This book was revised and amended three times by 
scholars and renowned doctors affiliated to the then ac- 
ademic research institute, Jiphyonjon. It was published 
in 266 volumes in 1477. It covers Koryo diagnosis, 
prescription and efficacy of Koryo medicines. 

It is an encyclopaedic book which summed up the 
achievements and experiences written in over 150 kinds 


of books on Koryo medicine published to date. 


50 won stamp: Tonguibogam 

This book is a medical encyclopaedia which gathered 
together the achievements made in the development of 
Koryo medicine till 16th century. Ho Jun (1545-1615), 


the then renowned doctor, referred to long-standing 
clinical experiences and hundreds of domestic and 
foreign books on medicine to publish 25 volumes in 
1613. 

The book contains the therapies and prescriptions 
which the ancestors have created and developed in 
keeping with the way of life and physical constitution 
of the Korean people. The well-known medical ency- 
clopaedia has been widely read in treating and improv- 


ing the health of the ordinary people.
